WASHINGTON.—{#>)—A defense of 


high automobile speeds was presented 
to Secretary Roper Sunday by the au- 
tomotive industry 'which urged "pro- 
per" driving laws to curb highway ac- 
cidents. 
The industry's 
recommendations 


were contained in a report made for 
the Accident Prevention Conference, 
organized by the commerce secretary 
in December. His department is at- 
tempting to obtain statistics to explain 
the causes of accidents as a first step 
in their prevention. 


A devices committee, headed by C. 


C. Carlton, president of the Automo- 
tive Parts and Equipment Manufac- 
utrers Inc., and a committee of auto- 
mobile manufacturers, headed by Paul 
G. Hoffman of Studebaker, prepared 
the report. The committees agreed 
that efforts to control automobile 
speeds by use of governors and limit 
them to 50 miles an hour would in- 
crease accidents. 


"Not 
high speed but unsafe speed 


causes accidents," the devices com- 
mittee found, explaining a fixed 50- 
mile speed would prevent one car 
from passing another on the highway 
if botli were going at the same rate 
and would add to dangerous conges- 
tion. 


"Therefore," it suid, "it is our con- 


clusion that the maximum speed now 
built into automobile's is not excessive 
and, If properly handled, it is not the 
cause of accidents. 


"We believe our solution lies not in 


the limitation of speed itself but in the 
education and the legal regulation of 
the driver so that he. may always drive 
at safe speeds under all operating con 
ditions."

on Alabama Roads 


State Moves to Meet Emei'- 


gency of Highway 


Accidents 


MONTGOMERY, Ala -(/P)—Attempt- 


ing to curb 'mounting casualties and 
deaths from automobile accidents, the 
Alabama safety commissions has be- 
gun establishing first aid stations at 
trntegie points along the highways. 


Usually located in filling stations, 


they arc equipped by American Red 
Cross chapters and are designated by 
Jargc signs reading, "First Aid Station, 
American Red Cross." 


Each shelter so designated is equip- 


ped with a telephone to call profes- 
sional aid, of ari ambulance to remove 
the -injured -to a hospital where fur- 
ther treatment, cart be administered. 


Plan Numerous Stations 


Rcncc Tipton, state safety director, 


said1 a study was being made to de- 
termine areas where accidents are 
most freqlient so that first aid stations 
may bp located at these points. Six 
stations have been opened nnd it is 
planned to place more than a score in 
operation this year. 


Frank R. Hoerchcr, Red Cross field 


director, is co-operating with Tipton 
in detcnnlnlnrt sites and is giving the 
necessary training to personnel. In ad- 
dition every man on the state's high- 
way patrol force is being given a 
course in first aid work. 


Scheme Already Working1 


The value of such work' recently 


was demonstrated when Patrolman 
John Bryant of Dccatur administered 
first aid to Deputy Sheriff Edgar Bla- 
lock, whose throat was slashed by a 
wcgro. Bryant, n member of the es- 
cort, applied first aid and his physi-

INDIO, Calif .—On no single vantage 


point can you stand and grasp at a 
panorama o£ the Colorado Aqueduct 
as you can at nearby Boulder Dani. 


This half-completed aqueduct, an 


engineering marvel, which will carry 
water, from dusty Arizona to southern 
California, is a greater undertaking 
'ban even spectacular Boulder 0am. 
It "is'costing nearly, twice as much, 
more cement and supplies are being 
used, and three times ns many men 
will be employed at peak periods. 


Only from a stratosphere balloon 


would you see a complete picture of 
this tremendous . $220,000,000 job, •. on 
Which 8000 men'.now are wprking. 


Peering 'downward^ you. could • see 


the aqueduct, 242 miles long, stretch- 
(ing across deserts a:nd througK.hioun-

108. iniles of damp, rocky, 18-foot tun- 
nels punched through jagged peaks 
that reach toward the sky. 


Between the tunnels, shimmering in 


desert heat that UriVes men;-mid, you 
would see- mile after mild of wide, 
cement-lined, 
steel-ribbed 
canals. 


Across yet untracked desert wastes, 
you would see -thousands of sweating 
men -scratching out more of these ca- 
nals. 


You would see the great black pipes 


16 feet through, climbing rocky hills 
like serpents. Up these inclines, the 
water will be pumped, to fait again 
in mod, swirling rushes downgrade to 
more canals, more pipes, more tun- 
nels. 


Desert "Divers" Busy 


Pushing onward you meet booted 


engineers who tell you that they are 
using 170,000 more ban els, of cement 
than were poured in Boulder Dam: 
that it is taking 41,000,000 pounds, of 
explosives to clear the way for exca- 
vation, of 45,000,000 cubic yards of 
rock and dirt. 


In the midst of the desert are men 


in deep-sen diving outfits inspecting 
the sides of flooded tunnels. Lights 
gleam through the darkness at night— 
surveyor^ sighting on them instead of 
on flags, to avoid the 
killing heat of 


the clay 


The eneineer.s can tell you of pre- 


historic, animal footprints, millions of 
years old, dug up from strata-below 
the desert floor; and pf the fact that 
not a single grain of precious metal 
has b,ecu found during all the ttmnel- 
rlrilling in supposedly rich mineral 
fields.
